ture Fails to Heed Plea 
_ They Will Demand Good 


Roads at Polls. 


Eighty thousand women represent- 
int 23 organizations.in the state are 
firmly behind the movement for a 
state bond issue te provide a system 
of good roads in Georgia and intend 
to use their votes and influence to 
see that legislation is enacted to that 
end, members of the Georgia general 
assembly and visiting county commis- 
sioners in convention here, were told 
Wednesday night by Mrs. Robert L. 
Berner, of Macon, at a good roads 
rally held in the chamber of commefce. 
. -Directing her appeal to members of 
the legislature. Mrs. Berner, whose 
late husband was for years one of 
the leading good roads advocates in 
the state, declared that she was voic- 
ing the opinion of 80,000 clubwomen 
in the state who were determined to 
not rest until Georgia has a system 
of highways second to none in the 
country. 

“I come before you, gentlemen of 
the general assembly,”’ asserted Mrs. 
Berner, “and beg you to enact leg- 
islation that will provide good roads 
for our state. I won’t demand at 
this time, but unless you heed our ap- 
peal I will demand it, and there are 
80,000 other women who now have the 
right to express their opinion at the 
polls who will do likewise. 

“How can you continue deferring 
action on such an important movement 
for our general good? If you don’t 
give us good roads, then you are put- 
ting Georgia back fifty years in com- 
parison to other states.” 


Mrs. Rambo Speaks. 

Mrs. R. K. Rambo, of Decatur, 
chairman of the local women’s good 
roads committee, reiterated the appeal 
of Mrs. Berner, as did also Mrs. Or- 
rip Massey, of Macon,. president of 
the Dixie Highway auxiliary of Bibb 
county, both of whom spoke briefly 
on the subject. 

Declaring that North Carolina had 
shown its faith in the state by ap- 
proving a bond issue of $50,000,000, 
for a good roads program, Mrs. Ram- 
bo appealed to the Georgia solons to 
y“show a similar spirit and have faith 
in Georgia.” 


“The women of Georgia are pre-'

The shopcrafts com- 
mittee on the Southern has been in- 
vited to confer on this basis.” 


CENTRAL STRIKERS 
REFUSE OFFER. 

Macon, Ga., August 2.—Striking 
shopmen of the Central of Georgia 
railway, more than 1,500 in number, 
will not return to work tomorrow 
morning in response to the ultimatum 
of President W. A. Winburn, that 
all former employees who do not re- 
sume their jobs at that time will lose 
their*seniority.

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U.S. AND THE STRIKE 
The flat refusal of the railroad 
executives to agree to the strike 
settlement terms proposed by Presi- 
dent Harding is regrettable, unfor- 
tunate and disappointing to the 
masses of the people. 


From the viewpoint of the pro- 
verbial “man on the street,” the 
plan suggested by the president is 
economically sound, sane and cer- 
tainly patriotic. 

It contemplates concessions by 
either side in the controversy, set- 
tlement of the strike on a give-and- 
‘take. basis. 

Although the plan proposed by 
the president does not harmonize 
with the demands of the striking 
shopmen, they have agreed to it, 
their leaders voting to accept it in 
order to hasten the settlement of 
a strike that is causing suffering to 
business and to the public general- 
ly and that threatens to paralyze 
the transportation system of the 
whole country. 

But the railroad executives were 
not so generous. 

They rejected the whole proposal 
‘tecause of their unwillingness to 
‘accept one of its conditions—that 
- relating to seniority. 

“What we want the government 
to do,” declared A. H. Smith, presi- 
dent of the New York. Central, 
speaking against acceptance of the 
administration plan of settlement, 
“is to let us alone; to let us settle 
the strike tn our own way.” 

But what the American public 

wants the government to do is to 
see that the strike is settled—and 
promptly settled—not necessarily 
in a way to suit either the railroad 
executives or the striking railroad 
workmen, but in a way that will 
insure even justice and the square 
deal all round, and, above all, that 
will move trains and keep them 
moving! : 
' The public is interested primarily 
in transportation; and with it the 
personal interests of railroad em- 
ployers or of railroad employees 
are of secondary importance and 
should, be subordinated to the com- 
mon welfare of the country. 

It is not interested in seeing the 
railroad executives defeated by 
their former employees, nor in see- 
ing the striking railroad workers 
punished by the carrier lines. 

But it is’ gravely, deeply and es- 
sentially interested in the transpor- 
tation of freight and passengers 
over the various lines of railroad! 

It does not, of course, want the 
strike settled in a way that would 
de unjust to either contending 
group; but it does want the gtrike 
settled! 

And the railroad operators will 
find in the long run that of the 
three groups at interest in this 
strike, the third—the public—is 
more powerful than both of the 
others; and that it will be found 
squarely behind the president in 
support of any action he, may take 
to bring the strike speedily to an 
end on the basis of impartial, even 
justice to the railroads, to the labor- 
ers, to business and to the Ameri- 
can people as a Whole! : 

Mr. Smith said that “acceptance 
of President Harding’s proposal 
would result in complete demorali- 
gation of America’s transportation 
system;” but the public will not 
agree with him. 

“It knows, aS common sense 
teaches, that “complete demoraliza- 
tion of America’s transportation 
system” inevitably will result if the 
strike is permitted to continue 
many weeks longer; also that it, 
not the railroad ownership group 
nor the labor group, will be the 
chief sufferer from such a calamity! 

And the railroad executives can- 
not afford to hazard responsibility 
for such a development—responsi- 
bility for which will be squarely

THE BAR AND CRIME. 

Speeding up the law’s delay, de- 
vising ways a’ | means whereby to 
insure more uni’rrm and more rigid 
enforcement of law, particularly as 
it applies to “crime waves,” and the 
advocacy of uniform state laws re- 
lating to corporations, on divorce, 
extradition and law enforcement, 
4re to constitute *he headline ac- 
tivities which will feature the an- 
nual convention of the American 
Bar associatio., opening in San 
Francisco next Wednesday. 

This convention, according to 
Cordenio A. Severance, president of 
the association, will be “the most 
important conference in the organ!- 
zation’s history,” and if it results in 
the attainment of the reforms fore- 
shadowed Ly i‘s program it will ac- 
complish much iu the way of benefit 
to the Americar public. 

It is said that of the three main 
topics slated for discussion and ac- 
tion by the convention the matter 
of uniform laws commands the chief 
interest of lawyers and courts. 

For several ¥-urs .the national 
bar associatic. has been working 
toward a plan under which the fed- 
eral supreme court wocld work out 
a set of rules to ine-we uniformity 
of jury case laws in the various 
states, after the fashion of federal 
equity cases; and its results, its ad- 
vocates claim, would be to make the 
status of any case the same in one 
state as in another and would be of 
great benefit to the iegal profes- 
sion as well as to the lay citizens 
of the country. 

But popular interest undoubtedly 
is centered more in the proposal to 
curtail if not totally eliminate the 
evil of “the law’s delay’—an evil 
that is felt by every community 
and by every citizen who suffers 
from the effects of crime. 

Chief Justice Taft has recently 
completed an exhaustive study of 


to preparing and recommending a 
concrete plan for “simplifying the 
procedure and for speeding up the 
process of justice in American 
courts. 

The chief justice will personally

observations in England will be

In an interview appearing in a 
San Francisco newspaper the other 
day Presicent Severance gave a 
forecast of the probable attitude of 
the bar association toward criminal 
court procedure and practice.

The figures 
fail to bear it up.” 

Mr. Severance said that the bar 
association has “sought to get at 
the real causes” of “the grave sit- 
uation resulting in so-called crime 
waves,’ and that means of combat- 
ing it will be outlined by the legis- 
lative committee.

SALT WATER AS A REMEDY. 

It is a popular belief that sore eyes 
are benef.ted by bathing, with salt 
water and that a saft waver spray is 
beneficial for chronic rhinitis or, as 
the almanats call it, “‘catarrh.” So 
firm is this belief that some people 
even carry it to the point of absurdity 
by assuming that salt water bathing 
“strengthens the eyes” or the eye’ 
sight, or that salt water sprays or 
salt water snuffing or douching of 
the nasal passages wards off or pre- 
vents respiratory infections such .as 
the almanacs call ‘eolds.” 

A rather strong solution of common 
salt in water is of distinct value gn 
the treatment of certain conditions. 
For instance, a large gauze dressing 
kept wet with a solution of a heaping 
tablespoonful of common salt and a 
level teaspoonful of citrate of sodium 
in a pint of boiled water is far su- 
perior to any poultice on a ripening 
boil or similar infection, and actually 
favors draigage or “draw.” 

When it comes to applying salt wa- 
ter to the delicate mucous membrance 
of the eye or the nasal cavity, a 
strong solution is too irritating, and

THE FIGHT THAT WINS. 


In an article on the optimistic 
crop outlook in Crisp, Turner and | 
other progressive .counties, The 
Cordele (Ga.)

For bathing the eyes, 
whether they are sore or -just irri- 
tated by foreign bodies a physiological 
solution is ideal. That is. ap- 
proximately a rounded teaspoonful of 
common salt dissolved in a pint of 
boiled water. In such strength the 
solution will not irritate the eyes or 
the nose any more than the tears them- 
selves do. If very little more salt is 
used, or none at all, the solution or 
water will smart. and irritate. 

So when it is necessary to’ bathe the 
eyes or spray or syringe the nasal 
passages, a solution of a rounded tea- 
spoonful of salt in a pint of freshly 
boiled water, cooled .to about blood 
warmth, is always the most satis- 
factory and caw seldom do any harm, 
though of couse such bathing, spraying 
or syringing can scarcely be supposed 
to strengthen the eyes in any way or 
to ward off or prevent any disease. 

Tf sea water is obtainable it«may be; 
diluted with four parts of fresh water 
and used instead of the salt solution 
degeribed. Sea water is about five 
times as salty as phrsiological salt 
solution or the blood or tears, but ow- 
ing to the presence of other elemets 
sea water reduced with fresh water is 
undoubtedly preferable for any reme- 
dial purpose. 

Some dentists advise the use of 
pure salt for brushing the teeth. I 
don't believe in brushing my teeth 
with a brush, but it must be a _ ter- 
rible experience indeed when salt is 
used, though I know of no harm 
In if. 

Many valetudinarians, for some rea- 
son beyond my understanding, acquire 
the habit of drinking considerable wa- 
ter mornings before breakfast and 
putting more or less salt in the wa- 
ter. Thev declare this has a mild 
aperient effect and seems to improve 
digestion. The water drinking. hot 
or cold as may be preferred, is a fine 
health habit,.anywhere from a gliassfn!

Amendment Committees 
Will Begin to Battle Today 
With T wo Highway Programs 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON. 


constitutional amendments will: meet 
this afternoon in joint session to con- 
sider the bills proposing programs for 
matching the federal aid funds allocat- 
ed to Georgia for highway develop- 
ment, and for perfecting a co-ordinated 
system of construction and adminis- 
tration that will meet not only gov- 
ernment requirements, but serve the 
best interests of all the counties and 
all the people of the state. 

At a recent joint meeting of these 
committees. two. proposed programs 
that were considered of greatest merit 
were informally discussed—one by 
Chairman Mann, of the house com- 
mittee on highways, and the other by 
Representative Perryman, of Talbot, 
of the same committee. These pians 
both paralleled on the main proce- 
dure as to usable state-wide systent of 
roads, one in each county, thus linking 
up the county seats; hard surface 
where necessary, and so on, the differ- 
ence in the two proposals revolving 
around proposed methods of raising 
the match funds, and the number of 
constitutional amendments necessary 
to submit to the people in order to pro- 
vide for the funds, and also to pro- 
vide refunds to those counties that 
have already financed and completed 
their respective links of the state 
road chain. 

The program proposed by Represent- 

ative Mann carried two amendment 
bills, while that of Representative Per- 
ryman carried the whole program in 
ane. 
The joint committee therefore re- 
quested Representative Mann to intro- 
duce in the house the necessary meas- 
ures covering his program, which he 
has done—and the measures have been 
anaylyzed and reviewed at length in 
these columns—and requested Repre- 
sentative Perryman to do the same 
thing. 

The Perryman set of bills will be 
introdueed this morning, having been 
finally completed last night, and the 
two committees, sitting in joint session 
today, will take both plans under con- 
sideration, and report either one or 
the other, or. harmonize them. The 
latter will probably be done,

THE CERTIFICATE PROGRAM 
TO BE SUBMITTED TODAY. 

The Perryman constitutional. amend- 
ment provides also for meeting the 
federal road appropriation without 
any increase in taxation. 

It authorizes the issuance for the 


interest bearing certificates of indebt- 
edness, 

On these there will be neither in- 
terest nor sinking fund necessary, and 
therefore the tax heretofore levied on 
automobile licenses and gasoline will 
be available for the general needs of 
the state during those three years. 
At the end of the three years it is 
provided that these non-interest  bear- 
ing certificates shall be replaced by 
bonds and beginning with 1926 the 
automobile license tax and the gaso- 
line tax are available for interest and 
sinking fund on the bonds, 

The amount of the bonds is limited 
by the proposed amendment to. such 
an amount as could be taken care of, 
both interest and sinking fund, by ‘the 
two taxes named. 

It is also provided in the Perry- 
man amendment that the counties en- 
titled to reinbursement under the act 
of the legislature of 1919 shall be re- 
imbursed, but the reimbursement is 
properly limited to not more than 20 
per cent each year. Beginning 1n 
1926 no additional bonds or certificates 
shall be issued unless and until specifi- 
cally authorized by the legislature. 

The amendment, it will be seen, 
takes care of a road construction plan 
for three years without any increase 
in taxes and without any decrease in 
the general funds the state is now 


state during those three years to re- 
ceive the federal good roads fund, 
whatever that, fund’ may be. 

The amount of the bonds is so Jim- 
ited that no Additional tax will ever 
be needed to meet them, and the men 
who own automobiles and who are 
desirous of continuing to pay this 
tax will be the men who will \pay it, 
while all the people will get the bene- 
fit of the good roads, 

The amendment also creates a bond 
commission composed of the governor, 
comptroller general and the state 
treasurer, to protect the public in the 
issuance and sale of the certificates 
and the bonds. The bonds'are limited 
for a 30-year period. Beginning m 
1926, if the legislature desires, provi- 
sion can be. made for the further is- 
suance of bonds provided the taxes 
specifically named justify additional 
bonds. : 

The proposed amendment also pro- 
tects the maintenance of the present 
atate highway system and provides 
for a highway commission. By thus 
combining provisions for the manage- 
ment of the state highway system and 
for the reimbursement of the counties, 
and by jimiting the amount of the 
bonds so that no new taxes will be 
created or necessary, the proposed 
constitutienal amendment meets all 
objections that have been urged to an 
issue of good roads bonds. 

Accompanying the constitutional

“Some seven mil- 
lions, I believe, was Mr. Harding's

Market Dull Despite 


Failure of Presidents 


To Accept Harding Plan

New York, August 2.—Prices of stocks, especially the rails, opened 
lower this morning and then sold off partly on disappointment that*the 
rail strike looked worse than in transportation and partly on the war debt 
note sent by England to the allies. However, there was a recovery in 
the first hour, followed by dullness. , 

This dullness continued despite other unfavorable news development. 
First it was reported from Washington that within the next few days all 
of the railroads east of the Mississippi would be notified that until fur- 
ther orders they were to get all of their coal from a central distributing 
government committee at Washington. This, of course, made Wall street 
understand that the government looked upon the coal situation as se- 
rious. 
. That this is the viewpoint of the iron and steel trade was evident 
from today’s ‘weekly review of the Iron Age, which stated that the past 
week had brought further tightening of the grip of the coal and railroad 
strikes, ‘and that it was#realized that the situation “must grow worse 
before it got better.” It was added that the. situation “would grow worse 
before it got better.” It was added that the situation had in it “more 
serious possibilities than producers have entertained.” 

Then there was another cut of 25 cents a barrel in the price of Mid- 
Continent Oil, making the price $1.25. It was $2 when the cuts began. 

Great Britain’s “Notes.” 

Next to the railroad and coal strike situation Great Britain’s notes 
to her allies and as on the war debt situation was the subject uppermost 
in discussion here. Judging from cable instructions received by your 
correspondent for detailed information as to our views financial, Lon- 
don, too, is on edge over this latest development. In her notes England 
says she prefers cancellation, but must call on the allies to pay her be- 
cause she cannot get us to forego our claims on her. While she does 
not say so, many will construe her note to us to mean that she cannot 
pay us unless she is paid by the allies. 

From the viewpoint of our best bankers here, England raises three 
points. One is what will be the answer of the allies to her note? The 
feeling on this question is that the allies will say in diplomatic language 
that they cannot pay England. They will not say outright that they can- 
not pay. What the allies will probably say is that they will pay England 
if Germany pays them in full, something everybody knows is not going 
to happen. 

Next the question is raised: What does Ermzland expect to accom- 
plish by these notes? To that the answer of our bankers is that she ex- 
pects to find out definitely where this country and France stands so 
that the question of revising the German reparations payments can be 
taken up. As for the answer she is to receive from us, the feeling is that 
there is absolutely no hope of getting congress or the American public 
within the next two or three years to change the existing debt refunding 
law, which provides for the definite payment of the war debts within a 
stated term of-years and fixes the minimum interest rate to be paid. 

For the thitd point, that is whether England intends to go back on 
the statement officially made that interest on her debt to us is to begin 
this autumn, our bankers say that the best answer is that England has 
already sent us over $30,000,000 gold to help make such payments.

OPEN IN GEORGIA 


Heavy Buying Marks the 
Opening - Day Activities 
in Tobacco Centers of 
State. ;

Tifton, Ga., August 2.—<ifty-two 
thousand four hundred and forty-two 
pounds of tobacco sold on the Tifton 
market today, opening day of the sea- 
son, bringing an average of 23 to 28 
cents a pound. The highest price was 


‘60 cents pound. 


As large crowd filled the new brick 
tobacco. warehouse and sales lasted 


‘from noon until nearly 5 o’clock. A 
number of ladies’ were in attendance 
and growers: were here from Cgisp, 
Irwin, Tift, Turner, Lowndes, Cook 
and Appling. 

The Tifton tobacco market opened 
'for the 1922 season in Tifton’s 
new brick tobacco warehouse, the 
largest in the state. Tobacco had 
been coming in since Monday, and 
there was ‘several thousand pounds of 
the weed on the floor the night be- 


'fore the opening. 


Buyers representing the largest to- 
bacco manufacturing and” exporting 
concerns began arriving early in the 
week, 

The new tobacco warehouse was 
built by the Tifton Investment com- 
pany. The tobacco acreage in Tift 
county was small this year, but the 
grade of tobacco is much better than 
usual. The heaviest shipments come 
from the Hahira section of northern 
Lowndes and southern Cook counties, 

All the large tobacco exporting 
firms were represented some of them 
by high officials, among these being 
President J. O. W. Gravely, of the 
China-American company; General 
Manager Robert Haskins, head of ‘the 
Imperial Tobacco’ company’s Ameri- 
can Branch; Jim Farley, circuit. rider 
for Liggett "&* Myers; Charley Greg- 
ory, circuit rider for Export Leaf To- 
bacco company. Buyers represented 
following firms. The Imperial Tobac- 
co company, Itd., of Great Britian and 
Ireland; Liggett & Myres; American 


Tobacco company; Export Leaf To- 


baceo company; China-American To- 
bacco company; R. J. Reynolds To- 
bacco company. 

The bidding was spirited from the 
time Auctioneer D. A. Vick, for Fen- 
ner & Smith, warehousemen, cried 
off the first pile, which brought 45 
cents a pound. 


HEAVY BUILDING 
MARS TRADE. 

Hazlehurst, Ga., August 2.—(Spec- 
ial.) —The Hazlehurst tobacco market 
opened today and from the expressions 
of the farmers who sold, it was the 
most successful opening ever held in 
Georgia. 

Forty-eight thousand thvee hundred 
twenty-four pounds were sold for $15,- 
514.72. The averase price paid be- 
ing $382.15. The highest price paid 
was 6d cents and the lowest 6 cents. 
One very small cassortment of select 
tobaeco sold for a’considerable greater 
price, but the highest price paid for 
a large assortment was 695 cents. Cof- 
fee, "Telfair, Montgomery, Appling, 
Bacon, Tattnal and Jeff Davis counties 
Were represented in the sale, and not 
a single pound was withdrawn.

tribulations of that state in finally

state highway commission of North 
Carolina, who was the principal] speak- 
er of the evening.’

Many people. be- 
lieve that good roads can be had by 
simply placing a mail order with 
Sears-Roebuck and having the finished 
article delivered by parcel post. I do 
not wish to present myself as exhibit 
A for a successful‘ road builder. I 
have been successful because every- 
body in North Carolina is a 100 per 
cent good roads booster. 

“North Carolina was late in start- 
ing road progress. Not until 1919 
did the state awaken to the tremen- 
dous possibilities of its good roads 
when the legislature appropriated 
$4,000,000 for such work. In 1911 
the.. general assembly appropriated 
only $5,000 for that purpose. The 
next appropriation came in 1913 when 
,000 was provided and a similar 
amount in 1915. Then the war pe- 
riod came in 1917 when the general 
assembly met again and there was 
nothing doing in that line. 

Bond Issue Successful. 

“Finally in 1921 a state-bond issue 
of $50,000,000 was successful and then 
North Carolina came into its own as 
the only state in the south to devise 
a comprehensive road building pro- 
gram. We now have a total of 6,048 
miles of roads under construction or 
already completed. 
“We expect to expend the $50,000,- 
000 by 1926 and ask for an addition- 
al $50,000,000 to complete the job. 
Economy in any purchase is not what 
you spend, but what you get for what 
you spend, and therefore we set about 
in the beginning to get the greatest 
values for our money. 

“The state of North Carolina is 
pledged to its utmost credit in repay- 
ing the bonded indebtedness for its 
roads. We agreed to that not .only 
because it was the honest thing to do, 
but because we have faith and confi- 
dence in the future’ development of 
our state. 3 

“The spending of so much money 
in North Carolina for good roads act- 
ed like a panacea to all ills of our 
people. <At that time—immeditaely 
following the war—there was a great 
period of depression felt, and I am 
frank to say that the money spent on 
roads completely lifted the veil of de- 
pression from our people. We have 
at present approximtaely 19,000 per- 
sons employed on our road construc- 
tion work.” 

John N. Holder, chairman .of the 
Georgia highway 2commission, stated 
that in the event the bond issue js 
approved the little counties which can 
not afford to build its own roads, 
and the bigger and richer counties, 
will all be given a fair deal. 

“All we ask is a chance to prove 
what we can do,” Mr. Holder said. 
“We. have only been at“work since 
last: January, and in that time every 
state road in Georgia has been worked 
and placed in as good condition as 
our resources have permitted.” 


ROAD BOND ISSUE 
FOR STATE. URGED. 

Resolutions unanimously indorsing 
the proposed bond issue for state high- 
ways as recommended by the joint 
highways committee of house and sen- 
ate, were adopted by the Georgia 
Association of County mmissioners 
at a special called meeting held Wed- 
nesday afternoon on the Ansley hotel 
roof. The resolntions were offered 
by Commissioner Huzh W. White. of 
Clarke county and. unanimously 
adopted, after the proposed bills had 
been discyssed at length. 

Representative Mann. of Beunswick, 
principal author of the several con- 
stitutional amendments necessary to 
put the bonds into effect. explained 
the provisions of the measures and 
answered a number of questions asked 
by commissioners from various parts 
of the state. 

Statement hy Neel. 

Ww. R. Neel, chief engineer of the 
Georgia highway department, stated in 
amswer to questions in constructing 
and maintaining the Georgia roads. 
and said that he had heen consulted 
in the drafting of the hills. In speak- 
ing of a reported move by members 
of the legislature to offer bille doing 
away with state maintenance of roads, 
he declared : , 

“Tt would be better for Georgia 
te do without a hond faaue or federal 
aid than to abandon the maintenance 
of roads by the state hichway de- 
partment. T look npon that ae the 
most imrortant feature of our Wigh- 
wav erstem. 

“Thé department has heen criticised

the roads, but the critics probably did 
not understand the situation. 
“The duty of maintaining the en- 
tire system was put upon the depart- 
ment last year, to take effect January 
1. But ‘tthe collection of auto li- 
cense fees was delayed and it was not 
until June that any funds were avail- 
able to purchase machinery and em- 
ploy men. It is mmpossible to or- 
ganize a statewide system and have 
it operating smoothly in a month or 
two, as you commissioners realize. 
But I feel confident that the next 
six months wil] show such results 
that the public will be satisfied.” 
Value te North Carolina. 

Frank Page, chairman of the North 
Cdrolina highway commission. discuss- 
ed by special invitation the $50.000.- 

highway bond issue in North 
Carolina and what it had accom- 
plished. He said his state had 
wasted $50,000,000 in attempting to 
build roads by counties and town- 
ships before it had discovered its mis 
take and- adopted a state highway 
system. 

In discussing the bonds, he said 
that after the passage of the bond 
amendment North Carolina was visit- 

by hard times, when the money 
thus made available for road buiid- 
ing was a veritable commercial] sal- 
vation for the state. 

“We decided on a double program 
for 1922 on that account,” he said, 
“building twice as many miles as we 
had contemplated and giving work to 
thousands of men who needed it. I 
believe North Carolina today is the 
only state in the south which has 
more jobs waiting for men than men 
waiting for jobs.” 

The commissioners will wait upon 
the legislative committee on constitu- 
tional amendments Thursday after- 
noon at 2 o’clock and urge the recom- 
mendation of the proposed bond issue 
measure. Deltgations from several 
highway associations also will attend 
the session. 


HULL RAPS 6 0. 
FOR MATERIALISM 


Des Moines, Iowa, August 2— 
the _Associated Press;}—-The Fig

INDUSTRIAL THEORY 
DECLARED CHANGING 


Wellesley Hills, Mass., August 2.— 
Industry is changing from “the theory 
of exclusion to the theory of _in- 
clusion,” Vice President Coolidge de- 
clared today in an address outlining the 
development of industrial democracy 
in the United States before the ninth 
annual Wellesley industrial confer- 
ence. 

The trend toward this condition is 
already taking place in many indus- 
tries, Mr. Coolidge added, citing the 
encouragement given employees to pur- 
chase stock, which “gives them owner- 
ship.” They also are acquiring “man- 
agement,” he said, through making 
suggestions for the better conduct of 
the business to apply their inventive 
ability, to share in determining their 
wages and conditions of labor, and 
benefit from the general prosperity of 
the concern for which they work by 
means of sliding scales and piece work. 

Discussing the discontent growing 
out of the war-inflation of business, 
prices, values and wages and the 
attempt to relieve it through “the gen- 
eral effort to get more and give less” 
As preceding the ‘4 


inevitable reaction 
and depression,” Mr. Coolidge found 
that “the only recourse left is in spirit- 
ual things.” 

“We need a fuller realization and 
a broader comprehension of the mean- 
ing both of political and economic 
democracy,” he said.
